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This is the third annual edition of 
the Ontario Department of Labour's report on 
wage rates and fringe benefits established by 
collective agreements that apply to construc- 
tion work in the Province. The primary purpose 
of the analysis is to supply information to 
persons concerned with labour relations in the 
construction industry. 


Unlike the 1970 report which con- 
sisted of two parts, one classifying the data 
by occupation and the other by major urban 
centre, this year's report classifies the data 
by major urban centre only. The report con- 
sists of 40 tables that give wage and fringe 
benefit information for 30 construction trades 
Or occupations in the 40 urban centres of 
Ontario having a population of 15,000 or more. 


A total of 244 agreements were 
analyzed. These agreements set patterns of 
construction wages and working conditions 
throughout the Province. The largest propor- 
tion, 148, were signed by formal associations 
of employers. Of the remaining 96, 57 were 
signed by several employers not acting as 
members of an association, and 39 were signed 
by individual employers. Care was taken to 
ensure that both the group and individual 
employer agreements do in fact tend to estab- 


lish patterns for wages and working conditions 
in the areas to which they apply. 


The data presented were drawn from 
collective agreements in effect on November 1, 
1970 or later. Two additional agreements were 
selected for analysis but because they had 
expired before November 1, 1970, and renewals 
were not available, information from them was 
not included. They are noted in the tables. 


The data given refer to the following 
matters: straight time hourly wage rates; 
employer payments for vacations, health and wel- 
fare, pensions and supplemental unemployment 
benefits; daily and weekly hours paid at straight- 
time rates; daily, Saturday, Sunday and holiday 
overtime rates; paid work breaks and guaranteed 
payments to employees who report for work on 
schedule and find no work available because of 
adverse weather, shortage of material or other 
conditions. 


The remainder of this introduction 
consists of an explanation of the organization 
of the tables and the information contained in 
them. Users should study the definitions care- 
fully and in this connection it is important 
to note that all the tables have an identical 
format. 


Occupation and Union 


The left-hand stub of each table 
lists the occupations or trades alphabeti- 
cally and the local unions representing them. 
In some instances, there are two agreements 
covering the same occupation in the same 
centre. In these cases the data from both 
agreements have been reported under the local 
unions concerned. 


Wage and Related Payments 


The seven columns of the tables immed- 
iately to the right of the left-hand stub come 
under the heading: ‘Wage and Related Payments 
for Regularly Scheduled Daytime Hours". The 
first of these columns gives the effective date 
of entries in each of the succeeding six. The 
date entered under the rate information in the 
"Hourly Rate' column is the expiry date of the 
contract in question. All the other infor- 
mation in these seven columns is self-explanatory, 
except that the user should be aware that the 
data in the 'Total' column were calculated by 
the Research Branch and not taken directly from 
the agreements. This total is the combined 
cost per hour of wages, vacations, health and 
welfare, pensions and SUB payments. Where no 
entries appear in the 'Total' colum, the 
reasons for this are given in a footnote. 


Efforts were made to relate the 


data for each trade to the types of con- 
struction to which they apply. Where this 
information was provided in the agreement 
it was specified in the 'Hourly Rate' col- 
umn beside the appropriate rates. The 


‘following abbreviations have been used to 


identify the various types of construction: 


G = Commercial 

I = Industrial 

R = Residential 

CIR = Commercial, industrial 
and residential 

B = Building construction 

Rd = Road construction 

SW = Sewer and watermain 

RSW = Road, sewer and watermain 

T = Tunnel work 


Unless otherwise specified, the data in each 
of the nine columns to the right of the 'Total' 
indicate a situation that exists throughout 
the life of the contract. Where a change 
does occur during the lhifa of the contract, 

the date of the change is specified along with 
the entry describing it. 


Special Funds 


The ‘Special Funds' column shows 
payments employers are required to make to 
industry, training and other types of funds. 
The following abbreviations have been used to 


identify the type of fund to which such pay- 
ments are made: 


TF = Training Fund 

TEF = Training and Education Fund 
IF = Industry Fund 

EF = Education Fund 

PF = Promotion Fund 

ATF = Apprenticeship and Training 

Fund 
IPF = Industry and Promotion Fund 


Standard Hours 


The 'Standard Hours' colum reports 
the daily and weekly hours normally worked at 
straight-time rates. Where these hours are 
not stated in an agreement or where the hours 
are spread over a two-week period, this is 
specified in a footnote. 


Overtime 


The 'Overtime' columns show the rates 
paid for daily overtime work and for work on 
Saturday, Sunday and holidays. If a premium 
rate is paid for weekly but not for daily over- 
time this is specified in a footnote. If the 
rate paid for holiday work is in addition to 
pay for the holiday as such this is noted in 
the holiday colum. The entries in these 
columns have been abbreviated by the use of "x" 


to indicate multiples of the straight-time 
rates. Thus "l'5x'' means one and one-half 
times the straight-time rate, and "2x" means 
double the straight-time rate. 


Shift Premiums 


The 'Shift Premiums' column shows 
the differentials that are paid for shift 
work. Where the agreement mentions second 
and third shifts they are specified with the 
appropriate premium, otherwise only the pre- 
mium is shown. Where the premiums are ex- 
pressed as cents per hour additions to basic 
rates, they are reported as plus 20¢ per hour, 
etc. All time differentials, such as eight 
hours pay for seven hours work, have been con- 
verted to multiples of the straight-time rate 
using the abbreviation "x" already explained 
under ‘Overtime’. 


Work Breaks 


The data in the ‘Work Breaks' col- 
umn show the number of daily rest periods 
provided and their duration. Where either 
of these elements is not stated in the agree- 
ment this is mentioned. 


Reporting Pay 


The 'Reporting Pay' column shows the 


minimum amount of pay or work guaranteed an 
employee who reports to work on schedule 

but finds no work available because of in- 
clement weather, shortage of material or 
other conditions. Where the payment is 
graduated, such as one hour's pay for report- 
ing and two hours if any work was performed, 
this is specified in a footnote. 


Appendix 


The 'Appendix' contains a list 
of the contracts analyzed and eleven maps. 


One map shows all the economic regions of the 
Province of Ontario, and the others show each 
of the ten regions and the counties and towns 
with a population of 1,000 or more located 
within them. 


The major responsibility for the 
study was taken by Lenard Haywood of the 
Research Branch.
